SENATOR GOODRICH: Mr. Pres1dent, members of the body,
the need for this amendment comes about as a result of'
the fact that 1n some count1es the emplovees narticipate
in the payment for the retirement system and in some
count1es they do not. So consequently, we have to oro­
vide that it can be handled either way and that 1s reallv
all th1s amendment does is 1t provides that the countv
board can make that determination. If the county board
dec1des, and in the past they have got this retirement
benefit with county employee part1c1pation 1n the cost,
they can continue that, or 1f they want, 1f they have
got one where the county employees do not oart1cinate
1n the cost, they can continue that. That 1s all that
th1s amendment does. I would move the adoption of the
amendment.
